been permitted to assemble together, and

blessing, even life forever more. The ev- 
idences of a divine unction manifested in the 
earnest, energetic and evangelical preach- 
ing, the listening silence, and solemn, yet 
joyful attention to the word preached, and 
the truly excellent music performed by a 
large, well taught, and well led ehoir of sing- 
ers, all conspired to render our meeting sol- 
emnly joyfal and interesting.

And it is for the purpose of 
harmonizing the views, and adopting a plan 
in which all shall be agreed, that the eonfer- 
ence of delegates was proposed and coriced- 
ed to by this association, and delegates ac- 
cordingly appointed, to meet at Auburn in 
October next.

EXTRACT FROM THE PREFACE. 
Balvation for all men, illustrated and vindi- 
cated as a Scripture doctrine. 

“ That mankind universally shall, in the 
final issue ofthe gospel: plan of mercy, be 
delivered from the bon of corruption, 
and be admitted to the- felicity of the sons 
of God, is no novel doctrine, as many may 
be ready .to:.imagine. It was(as some 
writers upon the subject have observed) 
received as a revealed truth by Origen and 
Clement, of Alexandria, who both lived in 
the latter end of the 2d century. And it 





appears from Augustin, Jerome and other, 


im 


celebrated writers, in theif days, that it was 


‘not then either a new or uncommon tenet. 


And in later times, a variety of books have 
been published by many writers in the French, 
High Dutch, Low Dutch, and English lan- 
guages. There’is also an ingenious piece, 
written in French by a noble minister of the 
Court of the King of Prussia, styled “A 
Treatise on the universal Restitution of the 
Creation.” Aconsiderable number of other 
books upon the same subject are now extant 
in English. I shall only mention one or two 
out of many others. Jeremiah White, chap- 
lain to Oliver Cromwell and an eminently 
pious and good man, has written a large 
book in vindicaton of God’s goodness to be 
manifested at last, in the recovery of the 
whole lower creation from the fall.

A secend reason for cultivating a grateful 
temper in ourselves, isthe following: The 
same principle, which is touched with the 
kindness of a human benefactor, is capable 
of being affected by the divine goodness, and 
of becoming, under the influence of that af- 
fection, a source of the purest and most ex- 
alted virtue. The love of God is the sub- 
limest gratitude. It is a mistake, therefore, 
to umagine, that this virtue is omitted in the 
Christian scriptures; for every precept 
which commands us “to love God, because 
he first loved us,”’ presupposes the principle 
of gratitude, and directs it to its proper ob- 

ect. 
’ It is impossible to particularize the sever- 
al expressions of gratitude, in as much as 
they vary with the character and situation of 
the benefactor, and with the opportunities of 
the person obliged ; which variety admits of 
no bounds. 

It may be observed, however, that grati- 
tude can never oblige a man to do what is 
wrong, and what by consequence he is pre- 
viously obliged not to do. Itis no ingrati- 
tude to refuse to do, what we cannot recon- 
cile to any apprehensions of our duty ; but it 
is ingratitude and hypocrisy together, to pre- 
tend this reason, when it is not the real one, 
and the frequency of such pretences has 
brought this apology for non-compliance with 
the will of a benefactor into unmerited dis- 
grace. . 

It has long been accounted a violation of| 


the favours they have received ; but it ar- 
gues a total destitution of both these quali- 
ties, as well as of moral probity, to take ad- 
vantage of that ascendancy, which the con- 
ferring of benefits justly creates, to draw or 
drive those whom we have obliged into mean 
or dishonest compliances.
